Wasmworo¥, D. 0., Nov. 2L—Mr.
John W. Goff, the prosecating attorney
of the Lexow investigating committee,
whois stopping in Washington fora faw
days, has given she Evening Btar an in-
teresting interview of nearly three col-
umnpe on the work of the committee.

“It was, as you may imagine,” he
paid, “a tramendous task that confrout-
od us whan we started the investigation.
We knew positively that the police de-
pactment of New York, o most magnifi-
cent organisation as regards its own
strenyth, was systematicully black-
msiling all claases of citizens.

“You may be surprised when I eay
that New York, under the rula of the

lice department as it was controlled

y Tammany hall, was far worao aa re-
garda the individual comfort ol citizens
than Bt Petersburg under its moat
violent polics regime. This was acci-
dontally illustrated by a witness who
{ook the stand ona day. He was a Pole
who bad been sent to Biberin as a result
of the Polish insarrection. He had
eseaped and reached this country and
about e year after his arrival he was un-
justly arrested and cruclly beaten,
When he was askod how the police of
Now York compared with those of Bt
Petersburg, he answered thut the Rus-
sian police are gentle and humans com-
pared with those of our city.

“The lower clasees of citizens were
made to belleve that blackmail wos
lawful and regular. They cams to con-
gider the captain of their precioct as
the source ol all municipal authority,
In eflsct, he was soch to them.

“You ask me if L think this power is
now crushed. I do most emphatically,
I think that the public conscience bav-
ing beon once aroused, the machinery
of thls nagseoun systom exposed will be
nporpatual bar t the develop t
of such an organization in the fulure,

] cannot answer that question as to
whero the blackmailing money weat or
in what proportions it was distributed,
for that is & personal matter, which
would force me to mention names. Nor
can I Lell you just what lines the com-
mitteo will take npon the resumption
of ita work a week from next Monday.
There are atill many polats to investi-
gate and o great deal of rounding np—
finishing off, as it wera, Go up higher?
Icapnot say. We will try to finish the
work by the firat of January."

MORE MYSTERY

In Connection With Holmes' Re-
markable Oriminal Career,

DISAPPEARANCE OF ANOTHER GIRL

In Addition to That of the Willlams
Sisters—The Plizel Case ns Myster-
fous as Byer—~A Friond Who Claims
to Hawve Bpoken to Him Within the
Past Two Weeks—He Vows That
He Canuot Be Mistaken—St. Louls
Comes in With a Swory Aboutthe
Migsing Man,

Pumansiemia, Nov. 21.—The Pitsel
Holmes mystery deapens as time wears
on, To.dsy many theories in regard to
the mystery were knocked in the head
by the announcement that B, F. Pitzel,
the suppoted marderad man, was seen
in Chieago less than two weeks ago.
President Fouse, of the Fidelity Life
Insurance association, said to-day:

“This morning my Chicago repre-
sentative telegraphed me that Mr.
Ryan, who in a business man of Obl-
cago, called on him and said that he
snw B, F. Pitzel in the city less than two
weeks a Mr. Ryan says that he has
known Pltzel for many yoars and hes
had frequent business tranaactions with
him nn3 that it 18 impossible for him to
be mistaken,

“When they met Ryan did not know
that Pitzel was suppossd to be deaa and
the two grested each other cordially
and repaired to a nearby salooa, where
they bad s drink together. Then they
separated and Ryan says that he does
not know whether Pitzel was to locate
in that city or not.

One year ago to-day, twenty-five crad-
itors of H. H. Holmes met at the office
of Georga B, Chamberlin and made a
desperate effort to find out who and
whera Misa Dorkes was. It was sup-
posnd at that time that she was an ao-
complice of Holmes and that property
{llegally obtained waa being iransisrred
into her name, and the creditors wished
to reach it, BSuddenly Kate Durkee
dropped Tmu and entirely out of
sight, sod like the Williams sisters, has
lelt no trace behind.

A TELL TALE LETTER

Whioch Corroborates the Btory of Arm-
atrong Tmplicating an  Attorney In
Hedgepeth's Attempt to Exoape,

Br. Lous, Mo., Nov. 2l.—In connec-
tion with the afdavit of Jall
Guard Armstrong, implicating Attorney
Jeptha D. Howe, in the attempted
escapo from jail of Marion Hedge-
peth, the notorlous express robber,
and the vigorous denial of that state-
ment by Howe, Chisl of Police Harri-
gan to-day made public n letier written
by Hedgpeth while in jail, corroborating
the statement of Armatrong.

The chief atated that alter Hedgpeth's
firat attompt to escape, he had prom-
ised, il he behaved himaslf, to inter-
cade with the express company ofiicials
to secura him a lonient sentence, Hedg-
peth, ho saild, promised faithfully not
to make another attempt at escape.

Shortly after this promise was made
 key waa found in Hedgpoth's cell, and
the chisf, supposing the prisoner had
broken fmith with him, cailed all nego-
tlations off, and also forbade the jailer
allowing Mre. Hedgpeth sccess to her
hoaband’s presence,

A wonk or so after the order was en-
forced, Chiet Harrigan met Mrs. Hedg-
peth in the Four Courts corridor with a
letter in her hrnd, -He took the letter
from her, against her protest, and rend
Ita contents.

ONE MAK LEAVES EIGHT CHILDREN.

The Coronetr's Jury Brings in a Vers
dlce Fislng the Rosponsibility on
the Pit-Bous, Shared Posalbly by the
State Mine Inspootor—Some Testl-
mony that is Sprore on tho Latter
OMolal—Later Datalls of the Hor-
riblo Accldent.

“We, the jury, find that the seven
men thero lying dead cams to thelr
death by a blowout caused by an extra
heavy charge of powder in room No. 8
of No. 8 entry, which igaited the smoke
and coal dust, there being an excessive
amount of dry dust at the time of, and
previons to the explosion, which wap
not kept properly damponed, und the
pit boss, in lailing to keop the duat
dampencd, we consure for negligence
and carolessness; and il thp mioe in-
spector, on tha occasion of his vidlt to
the mine on the 16th instant, failed to
order the oparators to properly water
the mine, he ia also hereby censurad."

Above la the verdict returned late lust
aveniog by the coranor's jury impanel-
ed by Coroner Walkinshaw, of Brooke
county, 10 “examine and truo present-
ment make in what manner and form
came to their deaths John Donnelly,
Patrick Roney, Thomas Jordan, Thomas
Tuacker, David Rowlands, Antonin Sat-
tio and Mnzzio Gissldeo,”

Thesa wers the seven men killed by
the horrible explosion in the mine of
the Blanch Conl Company, on the Pan-
Handle railroad about five miles east of
the river, shortly after nnon on Tues-
day. Coroner Walkinshaw at once em-
panaled a jury composed of Messrs. J. O,
Swearingen, George [iaggett, James
Morton, Jowsph Buchanan, John O,
Marsh and G, W, Freshwater.

Yestoriday morning tho coroner, the
jury, s number of intereated persons,
including L. 0. 8mith, of New Cumber-
land, and the officiala of the Blanch
ecompany, and an INTELLIGENCER report-
or, gathored early at the house of Mr,
Longstrest, not far from the scene ol
the aceidont.  Theinguest was not flns
isbed uniil late in the doy, when the
verdict glven above was quickly arrived

at

Among those who participated in or
watched the proceedings were Sheriff
Cowans and Progeouting Attornoy Cot-
ton, of Brooke counnty, Distriot Presi-
dent Jerry Mend, of miners' union; Mr,
Thomas Sanderson, of Wellyburg, who
was summoned by the coroner to ex-
amine into the cause of the accldent and

‘While the coroner and other officials
wore arranging to open the inquest, the
Inrerttaescer reporter and  others
made a tour of the scattered village and

looked alter the wounded and into the
condition of the [nmilies of those who
wera killed. The injured are all dolng
well and considered out of danger oxe
cept ove Italian, Jose Retlel, who, it in
believed, inhaled some of the flames.
His fellow miners thought he shouid
be bronght to Wheeling to a hoapital,
and that the comoany ought to pay the
oxpense, Mr. Emith offered to bear the
rallroad fare, but thought that was
anough, As uconsequence he lies in
his lodging bouse above the mine, on
the hill-top, improperly cared for, V-
eral peaplo uxrrﬂllad the belief that if
ho died it would be from lack of proper
nursing and treatment.

The case of John Donnelly was prob-
ably the saddest of all. He leaves a
wife and eight sroall childeen, Ho and
Patrick Roney were blown 130 feet from
the pit-mouth, and both were terribly
mangled.  Yesterdasy pools of their
blood and brains were still visible where
they had been hurled over the ground,
The sight in Donnelly’s cottage was
enough to bring tears to the eyce of &
man ol atone. Of the eight children
the oldest is but ten years of age, and
all are bright, pretty children. The
elder ones wept when the visitors en-
tered, but the poor; bereaved wife
sevted stupefled by the blow, As the
undertaker worked at his task of make
ing the ernshed head and face of the
dead man as presentable as possible
above him hung the significant mottos
“\What is Home Without a Father?”
This was worked Ly his oldeat little girl
not Iunﬁ ARO.

Poor lloney wns not well known at
the mines. Ie nod n man named Nel-
son eame there together a day or iwo
ago and got work. Nelson did not get
along with his working partoer, and on
Tuesday aboat hall past elevan o'clock
he picked up his tools and said to his
companlon: “Yougoto h —! I am
going to Manafield, Pa, to work.” He
left the mine, and in lesa than an houne
the explosion occurrad.

The other five victims were smothered
tn death, Of the filty-eight mivers em-
ployed in the works ouly eleven were in
whon the accident happened. Ouly one
oacaped entirely unburt, and this was
William Davis, an old English miner,
who recognized the danger at tho firsk
gound and threw himsell fnce down in
the gutter againet the “Rib." A colored
man wat stunned, but regained con-
yeiousness alter searching partios had
steppod over him threo limes. Then
he said: *What was dat, bosa?” Tes-
terday e was very sore, but able to be
shout. Davia was one of the firet to go
Into the mine to rescoe his fellows alter
the explosion,

that an overcharge of powder had boen
put ofl in room 3 of entry 9, Willlam
Morrie wan working thers. The pows
dor only blew the tamping ont and blew
aboul a footin thickness of the coal into
powder. The dust thon evidently
ignited. 'Thas it could explodo with
enongh force to blow men 300 yards
seertiys hard to baelieve. A coal car was
propoelled elear fram the room out upon

tho tipple, a distanee of at laaat 1,000
feor. Fire issned at oneco from the old
aud now pit mouths and from the [are

noee chimuoy, nll far npart, and atonea
wivd coal anil clay  rained over sevarul
aeros of ground,
